The su bject of “ War Prisoners” is 
g oing to be more and more in 
the 
press and the minds of the American 
people. 
This not only means prisoners 
we 
hold, bu t the 
American 
prisoners 
they hold. 
Before this week, this cou ntry al­ 
ready receiv ed perhaps 40,000 Ger­ 
man, Italian and Jap prisoners. 
There are only a 
few 
way s 
to 
stop a soldier from fig hting : 
Kill 
him, wou nd him or captu re him. 
It is far different this time com­ 
pared to the First World War. Then 
we had lands in Eu rope 
to 
make 
camps on and hold prisoners. This 
time we do not hav e any place su it­ 
able to take care of prisoners. 
So 
it is economy to bring them to ou r 
shores in empty ships, and pu t them 
in camps and feed them and see that 
they do not escape. 
From here on we shall be g etting 
more and more prisoners, especially 
Italians, may be Germans. It will take 
more and more camps in this cou n­ 
try . Already there is a scramble by 
come commu nities to g et su ch camps, 
mostly for personal reasons. 
Under the International ag reement 
prisoners are paid, we u nderstand in 
this cou ntry 8 0 cents per day . 
In 
their camps they do all their 
own 
manag ement, cooking , doctoring and 
hospitalization, and we fu rther 
u n­ 
derstand that their g ov ernment will 
be presented the bill at the 
peace 
table, so let’s 
bear that in 
mind. 
It is u p to US to see that they pay . 
There is also some kind of u nder­ 
standing abou t working war prison­ 
ers. There is a lot of g rou nd 
for 
arg u ment on that line. If the men 
wish to work, and are treated rig ht 
and well care<^ for and 
g et 
ex tra 
pay abov e the 8 0 cents, it mig ht be 
to their welfare to hav e a chance to 
work at something . So there is room 
for a lot of arg u ment on this line. 
Su ppose a cou nty , a town, an indi­ 
v idu al farm er— any body had enou g h 
work for abou t 15 men to do in 
a 
few day s. The 
men may know how 
to do the work 
and they may 
not. 
They may be seeking a chance 
to 
escape and may be not. We 
u nder­ 
stand they are not to be hau led more 
than 30 miles to work. 
To 
safely 
carry 15 prisoners, 15 miles, wou ld 
requ ire a safe tru ck, a driv er, g aso­ 
line, oil, sev eral g u ards, food 
and 
water, and ev en 
some 
emerg ency 
medicine. You see ev en if they wish­ 
ed to work there are plenty of thing s 
to be fig u red ou t. Wou ld the “cheap” 
labor really be cheap? What wou ld 


I be the commu nity reactions? 
Who 
!wou ld be benefitted and why ? Wou ld 
' there be as many objections on 
a 
(“g ov ernment job” as on a priv ate 
job? 
So as this 
cou ntry 
accu mu lates 


j more and more prisoners there 
is 
i g oing to be a g reat clamor for them 
to “come ou t and 
work.” 
Nobody 
| wants to be cru el, inhu man, ev en to 
a Jap prisoner, who has been taken 
honorably in battle. Nobody wants to 
treat prisoners as roy al g u ests, bu t 
ju st on a comfortable 
scale, 
safe 
from harm to home people. Su ppose 
y ou hav e a boy held a prisoner, y ou 
look u pon 
a 
blu e-ey ed 
handsome 
y ou ng German ou t there working , or 
a sing ing lig ht-hearted Italian 
with 
a little different feeling . 
To say the least of it, any labor 
from prison camps shou ld be v olu n­ 
teers. If they wish 
to work, 
and 
somebody else will bear the ex pense 
of g etting them to it, and back to 
camp, let it be their will, withou t 
force inside camp or ou t. No matter 
how an 
indiv idu al 
feels 
he 
can’t 
chang e thing s, howev er 
commu nity 
feeling s will 
determine 
how 
the 
g ov ernment may handle the problem, 
and it is g oing to be a problem. 
We 
see where a camp to hold 3000 men 
is to cost $1,000,000. Will Germany 
or Italy pay for it? 
Here is a su g g estion worth some­ 
thing : Su ppose ou t of 
the 
15,000 
German prisoners, 
the 
g ov ernment 
shou ld pick 1,500 of the best, most 
capable, and arrang e a military 
es_ 
cort, with g ood interpretors, and car­ 
ry them ov er a 10,000 mile jou rney 
of this nation; let them g et a g lance 
of what we are bu ilding , how mu ch 
this and that, plants, factories, 
ar­ 
senals, ships, 
tanks, 
and 
limitless 
fields of 
food; 
happy 
prosperou s 
people from coast to coast. LET ’EM 
see, and then tell them, 
ev en 
en­ 
cou rag e them to write back home, 
bu t censor their letters, bu t see to it 
that the letters g et back into 
Ger­ 
many . Let Germany 
know 
before 
hand abou t this “edu cation”. Let ’em 
write two times, and finally tell them 
“we are g oing to take 
y ou 
home, 
drop y ou ou t ov er y ou r own cou ntry 
by parachu te; tell y ou r people what 
is coming and the qu icker they u n­ 
derstand America and qu it the war, 
the better for them. This may sou nd 
strang e way to treat prisoners, bu t 
it wou ld help do some of that teach­ 
ing we’v e g ot to do some 
day . 
It 
mig ht sav e the liv es of a few hu n­ 
dred thou sand g ood American boy s 
too. Let ’em see enou g h to conv ince, 
bu t nothing that wou ld do them any 
g ood to know. “Seeing is believ ing .” 


Another thing , let’s u rg e faster ex ­ 
chang e of ou r. prisoners. Why not 
propose g iv ing ten 
Japs 
for 
one 
American boy ? If we ru n ou t of Japs, 
catch some more. Let’s g iv e some 
odds on German-held prisoners 
too. 
Italians do not cou nt. 
Keep y ou r ear to the g rou nd abou t 
prisoners. We hav e g ot to take 
a lot 
of them y et and throu g h them this 
nation can do some g ood teaching 
for fu tu re peace. We do not want 
ohter peoples to fear u s bu t to 
re­ 
spect and admire ou r way of life 
and Christian spirit.
